The latter possibility is u nlikel y since it should 
not have rwjuired the BIS two years to break the agent concerning his knowledge 
of his partner* Moreover, except far personal description, the agent could 
offer little to ceaprcwise his partner if both m ai nt ai n ed prope r sec urity vis-a- 
vis their prospective missions and documentation* It should be mentioned in 
thi s c onne ction that the caw of his partner has been viewed with healthy sus- 
picion from the outset although there have been no conclusive indications of
